b urdened that they 
I can ’t meet their obligations and both 
they and their creditors arc facing 
dism aying losses.

All w ages paid for services re n d e r­ 
ed, reg ard less of the length of tim** 
involved, should be rep o rted on the 
reg u lar q u a rte rly Social S ecu rity tax 
returns, F. J. M cCarthy, Jr., m a n a ­ 
ger of the San A ntonio, Texas, o f ­ 
fice of the Social S e cu rity Board, 
announced today 
The an n o u n cem en t was m ade to 
correct the false im pression of m any 
em ployers th a t work of a short d u ra ­ 
tion need not be reported. 
“ T em p o rary , p art-tim e, 
in te rm it­ 
tent, or casual labor, which is in the 
course 
of an 
em p lo y er’s 
trade 
or 
business should 
be 
reported, 
oven 
though the am o u n t of w ages involv­ 
ed 
is sm all.” 
Mr. 
M cC arthy said. 
“ E m ployers should record tilt nam e 
and Social S ecurity acco u n t num ber 
of each such work**! , and the re q u ir­ 
ed inform ation should be reported 
the sam e as th at for reg u la r em ­ 
ployees who work steadily for one 
em ployer.”

w atchm en, jan ito rs, an d others who 
m ay be em ployed by' several firm s 
at the sam** tim e are entitled to the 
old-age and survivors insurance ben­ 
efits which are provided by the So­ 
cial S ecu rity Act.

A well informed writer on 
eco­ 
nomics as related to our war effort 
says: “ An army of 6,000,000 
men 
would mean that four to six times 
that number would be needed in in­ 
dustries 
manufacturing 
and 
trans­ 
porting supplies. 
On top of that, ag 
riculture must be kept going, and on 
an expanding scale, inasmuch as we 
are 
sending 
tremendous 
quantities 
of food stu ffs to our Allies. 
Selec­ 
tive Service heads, such as General 
Hershey, have advised the Boards to 
exem pt enough farm labor to keep 
food production up to the necessary 
level. 
But, reports say, 
in 
soma; 
areas the draft is virtually denuding 
the 
farms 
of 
labor. 
Furthermore,

has a vital p* rsonal part to play in 
the effort to preserve our liberties - 
that is, to strive to produce and pre­ 
serve all that can be produced to th*1 
end that all may be fed. 
In the last 
analysis food must win 
against both famine and bombs 
destiny rests with the production of 
our farms.
